Dear Argus: 


Hero wo are in "Darkest Africa" 


—not the kiii'l of darkness wo learn- 
ed in our school geography, however, 
for Africa today is up and coming. 
For instance, here in Algeria on the 
blue waters of the Mediterranean 
sea, is a busy seaport of over "50,000 
population, and large numbers from 
the overcrowded cities of France arc 
finding new homes and new opportun- 
ities here. 
Nature has been most 


generous to northern Africa and has 
not only given it fertile soil with 
plenty of water in nearby mountains 
for irrigation, but a wonderful cli- 
mate. 


As we approached Algeria on our 


train Sunday evening, the lay of the 
whole landscape made us think of 
crossing the summit of Cajon pass, 
down into a valley as fertile and as 
well farmed as the valleys from Bed- 
lands to Los Angeles. And such fine 
brick and stone farm houses as these 
French colonists have erected here 
and such fine irrigation 
systems! 


And all the fruits, flowers, trees and 
crops we have at home, too! 


And the people! We marvel at 


them more than we do all the rest, 
for here are people as well dressed 
as any American and just as stylish, 
and engaged in all vocations. 


Yes, the Orientals are hero in plen- 


tiful numbers, over 75,000 Arabs and 
Moors in this city alone, and this 
class of people form the laboring 
class not only for all kinds of work 
in the city, but on the farms as well. 
Back in Spain we .saw them plowing 
with a forked timber shod with iron, 
but here it is modern Fordson trac- 
tors, Moline plows and latest farm 
implements. 


The main business street is as at- 


tractive as the famous Rue de Eivoli 
in Paris, and the lovely shops and 
bazaars tempt one to spend all his 
money. 
This 
morning 
we went 


through the famous Algerian rug 
factory, conducted by the French 
government. 
Here wo saw many 


hundred young girls in front of the 
looms, making the famous rugs under 
the careful eyes of old women ex- 
perts as they swiftly and accurately 
wove the wools into the intricate 
Oriental designs. We wanted' to buy 
a few, but we have to watch our 
money for the traveling expenses, 
and we cannot overload our baggage. 


My last letter was from Gibraltar, 


and now, after this mention of our 
stay in Algeria, will return and de- 
scribe our trip. From Gibraltar we 
took a P. & O. steamer for Tangier, 
Morocco. She was too big to land 
in the docks, so we had to go ashore 
in small boats. This .was a great 
thrill. The boats were manned by 
MOOTS in their Oriental .costumes-^- 


spellbound, but ns we could not un- 
derstand the Moresque language wo 
lost the finer parts of his nnrrative. 


We went into a bazaar to buy a 


few trinkets and there we were sur- 
prised to meet Mr.' nnd Mrs. Benane 
of Inglewood, California, the first 
Californians we have met since the 
Rotary convention. Mr. Benane is 
over here for the Legion convention 
in Paris next month nnd is living in 
Tangier. Ho at one time lived three 
years in Tangier and speak? six lan- 
guages and, as he knew the city 
thoroughly, speaking the Morocco 
language, we had no further need of 
a guide. He was of great assistance 
to us, as well as a pleasant compan- 
ion.

there until we turned our heads 
away in disgust. When he hail held 
it there for considerable time, he 
took it, still burning, out of his 
mouth and commenced a wierd dance 
and chant and requested us to give 
a few more coppers for an encore. 
We declined and then, to our amaze- 
ment, he took several live snakes 
from a bag that was almost touching 
our feet and went through a. siranjju 
snake dance and charming.

teresting Moorish story teller, telling 
a tale that seemed to hold his hearers

California Citrus 


Fruits Find Good 


Sales in London 
~^—™—•— 


It is probably not generally known 


that the California Fruit Exchange 
is developing a market for Califor- 
nia oranges in Europe. Some years 
ago headquarters ami salesroom was 
established in London and from this 
point the fruit is shipped to France1 
and German}- and other countries. | 
In all large cities California oranges I 
can now be bought by the tourists ' 
who throng Europe every .summer. 


From a small beginning, the Cali- 


fornia Fruit Growers Exchange is 
this year shipping 1200 carloads to 
its London agent. 
About 700 car- 


loads have already been .sent and 
about 500 carloads more are yet to 
be shipped. 


Quite a good percentage of this 


fruit is being shipped from La Verne 
through the La Verne Orange asso- 
ciation. 
During the past ten days 


the local shippers have sent twelve 
carloads to the European 
market. 


This fruit is bought direct from the 
local association at the prevailing 
market price, and thus the growers 
take no risks whatever. 


It is stated, however, that the 


California Fruit Growers Exchange 
have found their European trade a 
matter that has paid them a good 
profit. 


The fruit is sent direct to the 


steamships at Sau Pedro and put in- 
to refrigerator hold on the vessels, 
and here they remain for the dura- 
tion of the voyage, which take about 
four weeks. 
Arriving at London, 


they are at once distributed to the 
various cities of Europe, where sell- 
ing connections have been establish- 
ed. 


^ This new ami growing market in 
Europe is a great help, especially in 
seasons when demand for fruit is 
not active. It disposes of fruit that 
would otherwise glut the market— 
La Verne Leader.
